DEAD LETTER LIBRARY. 



All the effects of the post office depart- 
ment at Washington have been moved 
from Uie old building on F street to the 
new post office on Pennsylvania avenue, 
except the dead letter library. It re- 
quires more room than has yet been 
arranged for. This library is the result 
of the carelessness of people in sending 
literature through the malls. The 
books were formerly sold for a few 
cents at the annual dead letter sale. 
They seldom brought more than ten' 
cents a volume, while they were not In- 
frequently- worth several dollars. In 
1887 Postmaster General Vilas passed an 
act requiring the books to be put at the 
disposal of a librarian, after having been 
kept the two years required by law, 
that the choicest might be selected for 
a post office library. Prior to 1887 the 
purchase of a valuable book 

epoch In the department, and 

is the nucleus around which the rest of 
the post office library seemed to form. 
This Is the original journal of Hugh Pin- 
ley, the first post office inspector, Jn 
1773-1774. It was bought from the Astor 
library In 186(1 for$2S0. It was displayed 
at the centennial in Philadelphia in a 
specially constructed case. It is kept 
under lock and key, and is shown to 
strangers as one of the greatest treas- 
ures of the post office.

Far up In the military masts of tbe 
battleship Kentucky two jackles 
perched and sang a midnight serenade 
as the ship swung down East river 
from the navy 3 aril the other ni^ht on 
her way to Tompkinsvilla.

KITES FOR WAR SIGNALS 



While pursuing his experiments In 
kite flying, at Bayonne, N. J., William 
A. Eddy has arrived at a resulf which, 
he believes can be made serviceable in 
war signaling aloft According to Mr. 
Eddy, In his latest experiment. In which 
he sent aloft electric light drawn from 
the surrounding atmosphere, be has 
achieved a result hitherto unknown. 
It was at Bayonne that the experiment 
was conducted. At 7:40 o'clock a 
steady electric light emanating from a 
clear sky and without a battery, fric- 
tion machine or dynamo, began to glow 
at the earth, and Are minutes later it 
was paid out upward to a height of 
I about 400 feet, where It remained for 
I about half an hour. It was then hauled 
In for the purpose of changing the 
spark gap. This sparking apparatus op- 
erated by Mr. Eddy waasnipended from 
a steel wire sustained aloft by one kite 
six feet In diameter, the wire being at- 
tached directly to the kite, which car- 
ried It upward without other cable or 
flying line.

There is no doubt in the mind of 
any rational man who has match- 
ed the formation of trusts, their 
operation and their effect on busi- 
ness as to what the ultimate con- 
sequences will be, nor can we be- 
lieve that any good business man 
will deny that under a high pro- 
tective tariff trusts can be more 
readily formed and more success- 
fully operated. To-day the news- 
paper men are contending with a 
newspaper trust that controls the 
entire sale of paper, and this pa- 
per trust has formed and is oper- 
ating under the protection of $6.00 
per ton on white paper, which 
no less than a tax on intelligence 
—a Bystem of extracting from the 
many to protect and enrich the 
few. Iu the year 1890 paper was 
forsed up iu price 60 per cent, 
which to the newspaper man is a 
tremendous burden and which will, 
if continued, force the suspenti 
of many publications or reduce 
them to the verge of insolvency, 
paralyzing their influence and 
power. There is no just reason 
why a tax should exist ou paper, 
for the publications of to-day are 
potent factors in the goneral dis- 
tribution of knowledge, in domi- 
nating current history, and giving 
the poorest of the land an oppor- 
tunity to become familiar with 
the entire world. The price is 
advancing and do one, ex 
those who control it, know when 
it will stop nor how high it will 
go, but it is evident to the cou 
publisher that should it go much 
higher he must advance the price 
of his paper or quit the business. 
An advance iu the price of his pa- 
per means a decline in its circula- 



te to 

our mind we Bee more good solid 
relief by the abolishing of the tax 
on paper and pulp than any other 
means within the power of Con- 
gress or within the reach of pub- 
lishers. To our mind this is strict- 
ly a business matter that should 
be wrested from the clutchei of 
political prejudice of publishers, 
and regardless of party affiliation 
demand that paper aud pulp be 
placed 011 the free list. If the 
tire press would demand the above 
from Congress, purely as a busi- 
ness matter, we feel confident that 
the pressure would bring that 
which we desire and need, 
destruction of the paper trust and 
Federal tax on paper means the 
saving to publishers of $15,000,- 
000 annually ; the continuant 
this burden means that the peo- 
ple or the publishers must pay 
that amount for the privilege of 
reading. The trusts, the publ 
tious or the people must be bust- 
ed—which will it be ? We hope 
that the many publishers in this 
State will unite in demanding 
from our Representatives in Con- 
gress that they use all legitimate

TORPEDO. PRACTICE REQUir.r

Naval authorities have decided tL : 
there must be regular torpedo gt»W- 
tlce on ships of war. and orders hava 
been issued which require this to ths 
end thst officers may become acquaint* 
ed with the details of torpedo work. 
Ths order reads: "The commanding 
officer of every vessel other than s tor- 
pedo vessel shall cause each torpedo on 
the vessel under his command to be 
run at lesst once in each quarter, and 
In case of failure to carry ont the pro- 
vision of this paragraph a quarterly tor- 
pedo practice report, made upon the 
regular torpedo practice form, must 
state the ressons for this failure. 

"Torpedo practice, additional to the 
above, for the instruction of offlcers 
snd men, shall be held aa much oftener 
Ss circumstances will permit, and as 
the commander in chief, senior officer 
preseDt, or commanding officer rosy 
deem advisable. Torpedo practice with

Dr. William K. Brooks, director ol 
Smith observatory, Geneva. N. Y., hai 
just been awarded by the Paris Acad 
emy of Sciences the Grand Lalandi 
prize for bis numerons and brilliant 
astronomical discoveries. The prise is 
a gold medal worth 500 francs. 

Prof. Brooks is the king of comet 
finders. His total is 20. and he has 
five times been awarded the comet med- 
al of the Astronomical Society of the 
Pacific. Eleven of the comets he dis-
